Solutions to overcrowding in 
several schools in the Placentia 
Unified School District will be 
discussed by the district’s Educa- 
tional Facilities Planning Committee 
(EFPC) at 7:30 p.m. Thursday, Feb. 
5, in the board room, 1301 E. 
Orangethorpe Ave. 

Several alternatives to the 
overcrowding problems in_ the 
northwest elementary schools and 
Bernardo Yorba Junior High and 
Esperanza High schools in the 
eastern part of the district will be 
looked at by the committee during 
discussion, according to Ruth 
Leonard, chairperson. 

The EFPC is a committee of 
community residents who study 
district population and make 
recommendations to the board of 
education on how to house students 
in the rapidly growing Placentia 
district. Final decisions are made by 
trustees. 

Among the school areas which 
have been suggested for attendance 
boundary changes to equalize 
enrollments in district schools are 
Sierra. Vista and Brookhaven 
elementary schools and the Van 
Buren area. Other alternatives may 
include busing, use of portable 
buildings and trailers and double 
sessions. 

The 17,000-student district has 
averaged growth of 1,000 students 
each year for the past decade, and 
recent increased activity in the 
building industry in the area is 
adding to the school population 
‘even faster than we anticipated,” 
explained Patrick Bowman, the 
district’s director of planning and 
construction. y 

Future plans call for building six 
new elementary schools, a junior 
high and senior high to accomo- 
date growth in the next six years, he 
said. :

The letter was written by Fred E. 
King, Assistant Security Director of 
Market Basket stores and the praise 
was all for William Fred Workman, 


Valencia High School’s teacher and 
head football coach. 

Workman explained today that he 
had no idea his part time employer 
had any intention of writing a letter 
to the school board and his first 
reaction was that his school 
employers might object to his other 
part time position.

the city’s most proliferous crime, 
have established a _ correlation 
between the Open Campus and 
burglaries. ‘‘When Open Campus 
came, the burglary rate went up,” 
Traub remonstrated. 

Open Campus was adopted by 
PUSD Trustees at the suggestion of 
students, who wished to leave 
campus to eat their lunch. Problems 
connected with it have been 
reported predominantly around the 
Anaheim-Espetanza High School 
area, causing partial closing of that 
campus this past year. 

In other dialogue at the special 
council session, Chief Traub 
disclosed that: 

Residential burglaries are day- 
light burglaries. The most offending 
age group is between .13 and 17. 

Robberies have been heaviest in 
the city, paralleling the Orange 
Freeway. 

The two main causes of burglaries 
are truants and narcotics. ‘“‘We 
arrested one man who committed 50 
burglaries in Placentia and he was 
also a heroin addict,’’ Traub 
indicated. : 

It takes between $17,000 and 
$18,000 a year, to put a Placentia 
policeman on the street, including 
fringe benefits. The police depart- 
ment has asked for four additional 
staff members in the next budget. 

Traub: ‘‘Police were never 
established to be a _ revenue 
producing agency and it is gratifying 
to me that it is permitted to run that 
way in this city.”’ 

Concerning truants and burglar- 
ies: ‘‘We’re acting as babysitters 
and this takes a lot of time. We have 
between 90 and 100 alarms every 
month and most of these are false 
alarms. If someone accidentally 
knocks off the alarm, it means 
sending two men to check or an hour 
and a half of police time.”’ 

Other department heads who 
spoke at the preliminary budget 
meeting included Frank Dunnavant, 
Director of Finance; Lee Sale, 
Director of Personnel; Fred West, 
Director of Social Services and Dick

Schools are ethnically balanced. 
‘‘We did not want to disturb the 
balance,’’ Bowman explained. And 
we did not want any outside help in 
reestablishing it!’’ 

Superintendent Tynes ,told the 
group: ‘‘The last time we moved 
your students, I told you at that time 
that before we would move the kids 
from here again, it would be as a last 
resort...that every other alternative 
would be explored and that’s what 
we intend to do. 

‘‘No way are we going to enact 
some piece of policy while you're 
home sleeping in your beds and 
don’t know anything about it,’’ 
Tynes reassured the group. 


Tynes added that all area schools 
are organized on the same district 
philosophy with courses provided 
equally for all levels of educational 
needs. 

The resolution adopted by the 
parents, along with the naming of a 
committee, read: ‘‘We, the Van 
Buren attendance area parents, 
concerned about the fact that our 
children are not able to plan for any 
significant period of time on the 
school they would attend after their 
graduation from Van _ Buren, 
concerned about disruption in junior 
high school and high school of their 
community and _ social activities 
begun at Van Buren and concerned 
about the proposed busing of our 
children to other schools than 
Bernardo Yorba and Esperanza as 
an interim measure, make the 
following request: 

‘“We request that both the board 
of trustees and the (EFPC) 
committee adopt the resolution that 
until the proposed new junior high 
school is finished, the sixth grade 
graduates from Van Buren will 
attend Bernardo Yorba (Junior High 
School; the eighth grade graduates 
from Bernardo Yorba), residing in 

the Van Buren attendance area, will 
attend Esperanza High School. And 
the new students from housing 
development currently under con- 
struction wall be bused to schools 
within the Placentia Unified School 
District having available class room 
space.”’

‘These efforts are beginning to 
pay off,’’ the report explains. ‘‘We 
have reduced the number of 
burglaries each of the last seven 
months and expect to see further 
reductions in the months ahead.’’ 

Arrests for miscellaneous offen- 
ses during 1975 were less than 
during the previous year. ‘‘This is 
due in large part to the concentrated 
effort toward reducing more serious 
crime,’’ the report adds. ‘‘In 
addition to directing our efforts 
toward the more serious offenses, 
we have also seen our overall 
workload increase.”’

5,348, up from 4,345; daily log 
items, 19,383, up from 18,513; field 
interview reports, 2,110, up from 
1,167. 

In traffic data, accidents in- 
creased 23 per cent over 1974 (480 
vs. 388). Fatalities, however, 
dropped from three in 1974 to one 
last year. Personal injuries in- 
creased 8 per cent (164 from 151). 

In all types of accidents, the 1975 
total was 480 as opposed to 388 in 
1974. One was fatal in 1975; three in 
1974. Personal injuries numbered 
164 as opposed to 151 and property 
damage items, 315, compared to 
234. 

Traffic enforcement was up 8 per 
cent for the year with 6,175 citations 
listed as compared to 5,698 in 1974. 


Council Ponders 


Red Lobster 


Placentia City Councilmen, in 
search of appropriate additions to 
the city’s already prosperous 
‘‘restaurant row’’, last week took a 
closer look at a Red Lobster 
Restaurant. 

The specialized dining establish- 
ment has indicated a desire to locate 
somewhere on the southeast corner 
of the city’s Town Center 
development. 

Councilmen, who have stated 
bluntly to Town Center develope, 
Ranney Draper, president of 
Diversified Shopping Centers, that 
they would like a premium dinner 
steak house, have considered the 
Red Lobster enterprise with a little 
concern. 

However, Red Lobster, which has 
160 outlets in the United States and 
is owned by General Mills, has a 
completely different attitude toward 
the city of Placentia. 

‘‘We isolated Placentia as our 
number one target area for Orange 
Conty,’’ a spokesman explained. 
‘*Placentia was on top.”’ 

Edwin Powell, City Adminis 
strator, who had visited one of the 
Red Lobster Restaurants in South 
Bend, Indiana recently, explained 
that the interior, was a little bare for 
what he thought council members 
had in mind. 

Powell: ‘‘The interior is not upper 
quality.” 

“The building would cost 
$250,000 plus $25,000 more on an 
upgraded exterior. That’s $275,000 
for 7,000 square feet,’’ the Red 
Lobster representative explained. 

Councilman Robert Langer: 
‘‘Maybe we're kidding ourselves, 
but we like to think we’re the inland 
Newport Beach. People are looking 
for a good dinner house.”’ 


Councilman George De Jesus: 
‘I’m not sure this is what we need. | 


think we need some place to take 
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people out to dinner.”’ 

Mayor Robert Lyons: ‘'I'd like to 
have Rubens.”’ 

Councilman Jack Gomez: ‘‘If you 
could just plush the thing up a 


* little.’’ . 


De Jesus: ‘‘Some class.’’ 

Gomez: ‘‘The door is open to a 
steak house.”’ 
Of interest to councilmen is that tax 
wise and every other way two 
Placentia restaurants are doing 
remarkably well...Marie Callendars 
and Bob’s Big Boy. The Red Lobster 
also would expect to gross in the 
million dollar a year category. 

The spokesman for the Red 
Lobster said that it is now the largest 
seafood restaurant in the United 
States ‘‘and we buy directly from the 
fleet."’ The company expects to 
locate 45 units in California.

Drive -In Hamburger Seeks Site 


Permission to locate a drive-in 
In-N-Out Burger where an aban- 
doned service station now stands, 
was expected to be sought from the 
Placentia City Council Tuesday

The application, denied by the 
city’s planning commission, is for 
the northeast corner of Chapman 
and Placentia Avenues. 

The corner would be completely 
renovated,. spokesman Duane 
Walters, Baldwin Park explained 
to planning commissioners, with the 
existing building replaced with a 
different structure and underground 
gas tanks removed. 

Neighbors to the proposed 
drive-in residing on Sunset Drive 
objected to the new development, 
which would change zoning from 


C-1, neighborhood commercial to 
C-2, highway oriented commercial. 
They objected to the amount of 
traffic, young people who would 
frequent the establishment and the 
odor of hamburgers cooking. 

Walters produced a number of 
letters praising the operation of 
In-N-Out Burgers’ in _ several 
communities, including a letter from 
the Office of the Sheriff of the 
County of Los Angeles. The 
correspondence lauded the 
company’s operation and ‘‘strict 
managerial policy.”’ 


Walters explained that the outlets 
are not franchised but are company 
owned. The parent company is the 
Broadway Oil Company, Bartles- 
ville, Oklahoma.

that 1976 will be a year of 
negotiations with contracts expiring 
with at least three city employees 
groups. 


Placentia police officers are now 
associated with PORAC, Police 
Officers Research Association of 
California and may or may not elect 
to use the organization as their 
negotiating unit.
